whether he w ill retain his position in­ 
definitely— at least after the delivery 
to congress of the reports of the com­ 
mittee which Investigated his steward­ 
ship of the public domain—depends 
now upon the attitude of his cabinet 
associates. 
.Mr. Ballinger is coming to W ;h- 
ington, bis friends here insist, wholly 
unconscious of any aet on his part, 
either of commission or of omission, 
for which he should be condemned, 
and has determined to force his chief 
and his official colleagues to be, in 
effect, bis judges, 
if they concur in 
the view at present attributed to .Mr. 
Taft, that the accused secretary shall 
be sustained as an innocent and per j 
scented man, he will retain his posh , 
lion; if they fail to so back him tip j 
he will resign forthwith. 
That this. ! 
in substance, is Mr. Ballinger’s pres- j 
ent position was learned here upon 
authority hardly to be questioned. 
At the first meeting of the cabinet 
after the summer recess Secretary cd 
W ar LMekinspn, the Democratic mem­ 
ber, w ill not have returned from the* 
Philippines 
and 
will 
therefore 
be 
saved the embarrassment of partici­ 
pation in what is regarded as largely 
a problem of Republican policy. 
The 
meeting is expected to last 
three days and the president expects 
to clear up a number of important 
matters, but it will surprise nobody 
here if the Ballinger case occupies a 
large part of tho time. 
Nobody here doubts that a m ajority 
— all but one of the Republican mem­ 
bers— of the so called Ballinger-Pln- 
c hot investigation committee w ill sus­ 
tain Secretary Ballinger in its report 
to congress. 


Ballinger Greatly Disappointed. 


The views of that m ajority, which 
consists of St nators Nelson, Suther­ 
land, Root and Flint and Representa­ 
tives M cCall of Massachusetts, Olm ­ 
sted of Pennsylvania and Denbv of 
Michigan, 
to 
that 
effect 
are 
well 
known. 
But Secretary Ballinger and 
his partisans heie were greatly disap­ 
pointed that the absence of Senators 
Root and F lin t from the Minneapolis 
meeting left the pro-Ballinger portion 
of the committee in tho minority, and 
permitied the Democrats and the pro­ 
gressive Republican members to put 
forth a report condemning him, whit Ii 
for many weeks w ill stand before the 
country as the only findings of the 
committee, whereas he had relied up­ 
on the m ajority for a vindication. 
This failure of the committee to 
take final action, it is said, has deter­ 
mined 
Secretary 
Ballinger’s 
course. 
It was said here by a close friend of 
the secretary that had the m ajority of 
the committee been ready to report 
at the Minneapolis meeting, he would 
then have tendered his resignation to 
the president, and urged its accept­ 
ance on the ground that the dissen­ 
sions to which he has been a party 
were detrim ental to the public inter­ 
est. 
W hen the committee failed at 
Minneapolis to take action as a whole, 
and when there was no quorum at the 
subsequent meeting in Chicago, it be­ 
came apparent that no decision could 
be looked for for several months. 
This situation Is said to have con 
vineed Mr. Ballinger that his position 
in spite of the continued support ol 
the president, has become untenable 
Unable, as he sees it, to resign ai 
either vindicated or condemned by tilt 
committee, he has decided, it is said 
to demand of his superior and his 
cabinet associates either vindication 
or condemnation.

CHANGES IN BANKING LAWS 


Congress May Be Requested to Make 
Some. 


Washington, Sept. 17.— Some impor­ 
tant changes in the national hanking 
law may he proposed to the next con­ 
gress. 
One proposed change is to compel 
newly organized banks to provide a 
surplus and an absolutely unimpaired 
capital the day they begin business, 
Under the present system a national 
bank with a paid in capital of $25,000 
w ill spend probably $5,000 at the start 
for fixtures, books and other necessi­ 
ties. 
That impairs its capital. 
The idea is to compel the organizers 
of a bank to provide a 20 per cent sur­ 
plus at the start. 
There is some talk of trying to in­ 
crease the efficiency of the national 
bank examiners by asking congress to 
create places for suri>ervisory examin­ 
ers who can superintend the work of 
the men in the field. 
Other plans for the better regulation 
of national banks, intended to reduce 
the possibilities of failure, are being 
considered, 
and 
probably 
w ill 
find 
their way to congress either through 
the monetary commission or oiiK.a;- 
oi the treasury department.

part was the homo of tile Arcadians 
who migrated thoro from Nova Scotia. 
and It is also Die home of many aris 
tocratic creoles who live there the 
whole year or own picturesque sum­ 
mer cottages, retiring to New Orleans 
or Mobile in the winter.
